Street, New Delhi. 

(iii) The objectives of the Institute inter alia will be ; 

(a) to provide training to the existing and potential mana¬ 
gerial personnel in the various seg^nts of the 
tourism field; viz., hotels, travel agencies, tour opera¬ 
tors, transport operators, guides, airlines, public 
sector undertaking^ official tourist organisations at 
Central and State Government levels, etc. 

(b) to offer consultancy services and research facilities; 

(c) to establish a comprehensive library and documenta¬ 
tion centre 

(d) to undertake documentation and publication of suit¬ 
able literature. 

2, (i) The Management of such an Institute will be through 
the Board of Governors which will be the policymaking body 
and will consist of the following :
